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CONDITIONS OF SALE 


I. Rejection of bids: Any bid which is not commensurate 
with the value of the article offered or which is merely a nominal 
or fractional advance may be rejected by the auctioneer if in his 
judgment such bid would be likely to affect the sale injuriously. 

II. The buyer: Tlie liighest bidder shall be the buyer, and 
if any dispute arises between two or more bidders, the auctioneer 
shall either decide the same or put up for re-sale the lot so in 
dispute. 

III. Identification and part payment by buyer: The name 
of the buyer of each lot shall be given immediately on the sale 
thereof, and when so required, each buyer shall sign a card giving 
the lot number, amount for which sold, and his or her name and 
address. 

Payment at the actual time of the sale shall be made of all 
or such part of the purchase prices as may be required. 

If the two foregoing conditions are not complied with, the lot 
or lots so purchased may at the option of the auctioneer be put 
up again and re-sold. 

IV. Risk after purchase: Title passes upon the fall of the 
auctioneer’s hammer and thereafter neither the consignor nor the 
Association is responsible for tlie loss or any damage to any 
article occasioned by theft, fire, breakage or any other cause. 

V . Delivery of purchases : Delivery of any purchases will 
be made only upon payment of the total amount due for cU 
purchases at the sale. 

Deliveries will be made at the place of sale or at the storage 
wareliouse to which purchases may have been removed. 

Deliveries at the American Art Galleries will be made only 
between the hours of 9 A. M. and 1 P. M. on sales’ days and on 
other days — except holidays, when no deliveries will be made — 
between the hours of 9 A. M. and 5 P. M. 

Deliveries at places of sale other than the American Art 
Galleries will be made only during tlie forenoon following the day 
of sale unless hy special notice or arrangement to the contrary. 


Deliveries at the storage warehouse to which goods may have 
been sent will be made on any day other than holidays between 
the hours of 9 and 5. 

Deliveries of any purchases of small articles likely to be lost 
or mislaid may be made at the discretion of the auctioneer during 
the session of the sale at which they were sold. 

VI. Storage in default of prompt payment and calling for 
goods: Articles not paid for in full and either not called for b^^ 
the purchaser or delivered upon his or her order by noon of the 
day following that of the sale will be turned over by the Associa- 
tion to some carter to be carried to and stored in some warehouse 
until the time of the delivery therefrom to the purchaser, and the 
cost of such cartage and storage will be charged against the pur- 
chaser and the risk of loss or damage occasioned by such removal 
or storage will be upon the purchaser. 

NOTE : The Limited space of the Delivery Rooms 
of the Association makes the above requirements 
necessary, and it is not alone for the benefit of the 
Association, but also for tliat of its patrons, whose 
goods otherwise would have to be so crowded as to 
be subject to damage and loss. 

VII. Shipping: Shipping, boxing or wrapping of purchases 
is a business in wliich the Association is in no wise engaged, and 
will not be performed by the Association for purchasers. The 
Association will, however, afford to purchasers every facility for 
employing at current and reasonable rates carriers and packers ; 
doing so, however, without any assumption of responsibility on 
its part for the acts and charges of the parties engaged for such 
service. 

VIII: Guaranty: The Association exercises great care to 
catalogue every lot correctly and endeavors therein and also at 
the actual time of sale to point out any error, defect or imperfec- 
tion, but guaranty is not made either by the owner or the 
Association of the correctness of the description, genuineness, 
authenticity or condition of any lot and no sale will be set aside 
on account of any incorrectness, error of cataloguing or imper- 
fection not noted or pointed out. Every lot is sold ‘^as is” and 
without recourse. 


Every lot is on public exhibition one or more days prior to its 
sale, and the Association will give consideration to the opinion of 
any trustworthy expert to the effect that any lot has been incor- 
rectly catalogued and in its judgment may thereafter sell the lot 
as catalogued or make mention of the opinion of such expert, who 
thereby will become responsible for such damage as might result 
were his opinion without foundation. 

IX. Buying on order: Buying or bidding by the Associa- 
tion for responsible parties on orders transmitted to it by mail, 
telegrapli or teleplione will be faithfully attended to without 
charge or commission. Any purchases so made will be subject to 
the foregoing conditions of sale except that, in the event of a 
purchase of a lot of one or more books by or for a purchaser who 
has not through himself or his agent been present at the exhibi- 
tion or sale, the Association will permit such lot to be returned 
within ten days from the date of sale and the purchase money will 
be refunded if the lot in any manner differs from its catalogue 
description. 

Orders for execution by the Association should be written and 
given with such plainness as to leave no room for misunderstand- 
ing. Not only should the lot number be given, but also the title, 
and bids should be stated to be so much for the lot, and when the 
lot consists of one or more volumes of books or objects of art, the 
})id per volume or piece should also be stated. If the one trans- 
mitting the order is unknown to the Association, a deposit should 
be sent or reference submitted. Shipping directions should also 
be given. 

Priced Catalogues: Priced copies of the catalogue or any 
session thereof, will be furnished by the Association at charges 
commensurate with the duties involved in copying the necessary 
information from the records of the Association.

Note-. This type of spoon, with the pronounced ridge at the front 
of the handle, is much sought by collectors.

Shaped pointed handles, by Richard Humphreys, Philadel- 
phia, 1771, impressed “R.H.” Engraved W. over W.H. 

Note: The work of Richard Humphreys is regarded as the finest 
and most artistic of any of the early Philadelphia silversmiths. 

24 — Twelve Silver Table Spoons Early American 

Shaped pointed handles ; engraved monogram “R.E.F.” 
Nine spoons marked “Joseph Aiken,” Philadelphia, 1785; 
and three spoons marked “W. Grant,” Philadelphia, 1785. 

Note: An exceptionally fine matched set. Full sets of twelve table 
spoons made before 1800 are of considerable rarity. 
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25 — Five Silver Teaspoons Early American 

Straight fiddle-back handles. Bowls enriched with baskets 
of flowers in relief on base. Maker, Nathaniel Coleman, 
Burlington, N. J., 1790. Engraved ‘‘T.R.F.C.” in script 
monogram. 

Note: These are the only spoons that the owner has seen having the 
basket of flowers decorating the entire base of the bowls.

Note: Tlie.se sjioons belonged to an ancestor of Professor I^angley, 
the pioneer inventor of the aeroplane.

40 — Silver Tankard French Late Eighteenth Century 

Bell-shaped, with molded base and handle. Engraved or- 
nate floral designs; mark obliterated. Circa, 1810.

His portrait was made by St. Memin, the noted French engraver, who 
came to America to make a portrait of General Washington and other 
American notables.

Circular, with gadrooned bodies ; enriched with borders, feet 
and handles of grapes and vines of applied silver. Fitted 
with interior baking dishes and covers.

The article goes on to say that Washington 
bought the shells and had them made into “concave buttons” with a 
silver drop in the center hiding the spot where the eye is fastened be- 
neath. “The President then astonished the republican court by appear- 
ing in a coat with pink conch-shell buttons sparkling on its dark velvet 
surface,” and Capt. Lewis (Washington’s nephew and secretary, the 
grandfather of the writer of this article) bears testimony that “conch- 
shell buttons immediately became the rage.” These buttons came into 
the possession of the present owner through the sister of Annette Lewis 
Bassett, who was the second wife of his grandfather.

213— GENERAL WASHINGTON’S GOLD WATCH 

Tliis watch is of 18-karat gold, and is engraved on the back 
with General Washington’s crest. It was made in France, 
circa 1790 . It has also a calendar attachment. 

The Watch, worn by General Washington and inherited in a direct 
line of descent by the present owner, was first inherited by Colonel 
William Augustine Washington, the eldest nephew of General Wash- 
ington, who received with it General Washington’s Gold Seal (offered 
in this collection), together with his gold watch-chain and key. These 
articles passed from William Augustine W ashington to his son, Colonel 
George Corbin Washington, Member of Congress and Indian Commis- 
sioner of the United States. In George Corbin Washington’s will, 
dated 10th April, 1854, and probated in Montgomery County, Maryland, 
24th July, 1854, this watch, chain and seal were devised to his grandson, 
Major James Barroll Washington, under the following provision: 

“Item: I give to my grandson, James, my watch and the gold 
“chain and seal which belonged to and were used by Gen’l 
“George Washington.” 

The above-mentioned “James” was the only grandson of George 
Corbin Washington, and was the father of William Lanier Washington. 

[Continued 
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Note: A certified copy of the will of George Corbin Washington, 
dated 20 June, ISOli, with revenue stamp attached, will be delivered 
to the purchaser of the above described watch. It also is accompanied 
with an original letter written throughout in the hand of General 
Joseph E. Johnston, C.S.A., on whose military staff Major James Bar- 
roll Washington served as an aide-de-camp, as follows: 

“Baltimore, Nov. 30th, 18G7. 

“Conway M. Jenkins, Esqr. 

“Dear Sir: At the request of Mr. James B. Washington now of 
this city, I write to say that I know him to be the person referred to in 
the will of his grandfather, George C. Washington, as devisee of a 
Gold Watch and chain. Having known the grandfather, and being inti- 
mate with the devisee, James B. Washington, and his father, Lewis 
Washington, I can testify positively. 

“Most respectfully, 

“Your obt. Ser’t, 

“J. E. Johnston.” 

Shortly after the above letter was written, James Barroll Washing- 
ton disposed of the watch-chain and two seals of lesser importance 
which also he had inherited, and retained the above described watch, 
seal and key, which, prior to his death in 1900, he gave to his eldest son, 
the present owner, who also will deliver to the purchaser his statement, 
made under affidavit, setting forth the facts as above outlined. 

It may be stated without fear of contradiction that no relic of 
General Washington, nor one more intimately connected with him, nor 
more thoroughly authenticated by documentary evidence, is in exist- 
ence. 

It is known that General Washington owned two gold 
watches. Jhe above described watch is one. The other he gave 
to another nephew, Bushrod Washington, Justice of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, to whom he also devised 
Mount Vernon. Bushrod Washington devised this watch, under 
the fourteenth provision of his will to “His friend,” Robert 
Adams of Philadelphia.

Walnut, enriched with brass ring and plate in center of the 
top.

Note: The box used l)y Mary Ball Washington in which to keep 
her keys and valuables. She left it to her daughter, Betty Washington 
(Mrs. Fielding I.,ewis), the younger and only sister of George Wash- 
ington. She gave it to her son, George Lewis, who gave it to his son, 
Daingerfield I.ewis, who gave it to his daughter, Attaway Lewis, whose 
statement acconqianies it. This box is probably the most important and 
interesting of the very few relics of the mother of George Washington 
extant.

215 — General, Washington’s Gold Seal 

The seal is of gold, with General Washington’s coat-of-arms 
cut in carnclian. In inscribed morocco case. 

The history and 
line of descent of this seal is identical with that fully set forth in the 
description of General Washington’s Gold Watch, the preceding number. 

To the purchaser will be delivered a copy of George Corbin Wash- 
ington’s will, and a photostat copy of General Joseph E. Johnston’s 
letter, together with the statement under affidavit of the present owner. 

Note: Similar in general design, with slight variations, to the 
seals that were given by General Washington to his brother. Colonel 
John Augustine Washington, and to Justice Bushrod Washington, the 
son of Colonel John Augustine Washington. 

216 — Scroll Edge Plate from Mount Vernon 

Owned by Justice Bushrod Washington; octagonal, deco- 
rated with floral sprays in brown and gold on white ground. 
• iMark : Copeland and Garret. In perfect condition and 
framed under glass. 

Note: Bushrod Washington was a nephew of General Washington, 
from whom he inherited Mount Vernon. 

217 — Martha Washington Ivory Thread Bobbins 

Two elongated lozenge-shaped ivory bobbins, used by the 
wife of General Washington upon which to wind her sew- 
ing thread. In inscribed black morocco case. 

Note: Certificate, under affidavit, of the descent of these thread 
bobbins to the present owner is attached thereto. 
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218 — Snuffbox with Washington’s Hair 

An oblong, ormolu mounted inlaid tortoise-shell snuffbox, 
enclosing a lock of General Washington’s hair under glass 
in the center of the top. 

Note: This snuffbox and hair was given by General Washington 
to his nephew, Justice Bushrod Washington, to whom he devised Mount 
Vernon. It has descended to the present owner through direct family 
lines, and is accompanied by statement and affidavit. 

219 — General Washington’s Reading Glass 

Circular magnifying glass, mounted in silver rim and 
scrolled handle. In black morocco case with inscription. 

Note: This intimate and interesting relic of Washington has been 
inherited by the present owner on a direct line, and is accompanied 
with certificate under affidavit setting forth its history. It is mentioned 
in an article in Scribner* s Magazine, May, 1877, as follows: 

‘‘Washington’s sun-glass, in a massive silver rim, with solid silver 
handle of quaint device, his sword belt, worn through the Revolutionary 
War, and a number of letters not yet given to the public are all in the 
possession of one lady.” 

(The name of this lady is not mentioned, but the writer refers to 
her sister, the widow of Colonel Lewis William Washington, grand- 
father of the present owner.) 

This relic was sold by Mr. Washington several years ago, but was 
repurchased by him about a year ago. 

220 — Martha Washington’s Watch Reticule 

Pendant pocket of blue silk and velvet, used by the wife of 
General Washington for carrying her watch. Black frame. 

Note: Certificate, under affidavit, of the history and descent of this 
Watch reticule is attached thereto.

222 — General Washington’s Silk Waistcoat Pattern 
Green silk, elaborately embroidered with gold and enriched 
with opalescent sequins.

Note: This waistcoat pattern is one that was sent from France to 
General Washington by General Lafayette, after Lafayette’s release 
from prison in Austria. It is traditional that Washington deemed it 
too elaborate to conform with his conserv^ative tastes in attire, and 
therefore he did not have it fashioned into a waistcoat as was intended 
by the donor. 

223 — Panel of Martha Washington’s Dress 

An embroidered panel of a dress worn by Martha Washing- 
ton during the War of the Revolution. The cotton was 
spun and hand-woven by the slaves at Mount Vernon. The 
embroidery was done by Martha Washington. Framed.

Note: Certificate of authenticity and line of descent to the present 
owner is attached. 

224 — George Washington Document 

Dated 4f/^ August, 1790 
Clearance papers of the bark ‘^Catherine,” sailing from 
Philadelphia, “Laden with Sundries” for London, printed 
in French, English and Dutch. Signed, “G^* Washington,” 
“By the President,” and by Timothy Pickering, Secretary 
of State; also by Sharp Delany. (Slightly torn in fold. 
Matted and framed.) 

225 — Eleanor I^arke Custis’s Engagement Book 

An ivory covered book. On the top cover is set a marine 
painting in miniature in gilded metal fillet. It belonged to 
the granddaughter of Martha Washington who was also the 
ward of General Washington. 

Note: Accompanied by affidavit setting forth its history and its 
acquisition from a member of the Washington family, who had in- 
herited it. 
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226 — General Washington’s Ivory Paper Knife 

A piece of ivory fashioned into a paper knife with rounded 
ends. In inscribed black morocco case. 

Note I On the face of the knife the present owner inscribed the fol- 
lowing under date of 30 March, 1891: “This paper knife belonged to 
and was used by General Washington. It was inherited by his eldest 
nephew.

Note: This massive inkstand belonged to Bushrod Washington, 
Justice of the Supreme Court of the United States, a nephew of Gen- 
eral Washington.

8vo. boards and 
sheepskin. Printed by Warner & Hanna, Baltimore, 1799. 
In morocco and cloth slip cover. 

Note: The list of subscribers published in the back of this book 
contains the names “George Washington, Mt. Vernon,” “Dr. Weems” 
and several others of prominence. The autograph has been cut from 
the top of the title page. Affidavit of authenticity attached. 

230 — General Washington’s Surveyor’s Plotting Scale 
Made of brass, hand ruled and engraved, bearing the initials 
“G. W.” 

Note: This scale was used by General Washington at Mount Ver- 
non for plotting and drawing maps, etc. It was inherited by Major 
James Barroll Washington, who used it in his drawing classes at West 
Point. He later gave it to his son, the present owner. 
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231 — General Washington’s Drawing Instruments 

Two pens and a dotting wheel of brass, and steel. In in- 
scribed morocco case. 

Note: A portion of a set of drawing instruments used by General 
Washington for drawing maps, etc. It was inherited by Major 
James Barroll Washington, who used the set while at West Point. 
He later gave it to his son, the present owner. Several of the instru- 
ments were lost or taken when the set was exhibited in a loan exhibition 
about 1887. 

232 — General Washington’s Money Scales 

Colonial American 

A pair of small scales with steel balances and brass plates, 
with weights of lead, brass and iron, and enclosed in a box 
of oak. 

Note: This pair of scales are said to have been carried by General 
Washington in his camp equipment during the War of the Revolution, 
and were used for the purpose of weighing the gold and silver coins 
of various countries which were in circulation in America at that time. 
They came into the possession of the present owner through a member 
of the Washington family who had inherited them on direct family 
lines. Affidavit of facts accompanying. 

233 — General Washington’s Pistol Holsters < 

A pair of black leather horse-pistol holsters used by General 
Washington during the War of the Revolution. 

Note: This interesting Revolutionary War relic of General Wash- 
ington was owned by the grandfather of the present owner. Colonel 
Lewis William Washington, who inherited this holster together with one 
of a pair of horse-pistols that had been presented by General Lafayette 
to General Washington, the other pistol having been lost or stolen while 
in the possession of Colonel Washington’s father. 

When John Brown made his historic raid at Harper’s Ferry in 
1859, he sent, at night, John E. Cook, one of his lieutenants, with a 
posse of his men to “Beall- Air,” the home of Colonel Washington, about 
five miles distant, who took Colonel Washington to Harper’s Ferry, 
where he was held as a hostage in the fire-engine house of the United 
States arsenal, in which Brown had fortified himself. At the same 
time Cook took General Washington’s pistol from this holster, and also 
a sword of General Washington’s that had been inherited by Colonel 
Washington, and carried them to John Brown, who wore these weapons 
during his siege. Later they were recovered by Colonel Washington. 
A statement made under affidavit setting forth the history and descent 
of this relic will accompany it.

These two glasses are of a set that was given to 
her as a wedding present by General Washington at the time of her 
marriage to the son of General Washington’s sister, February 22, 1799. 
Their niece married the grandfather of the present owner, and these 
glasses came into his possession through this line. 

239 — Two Wine Glasses from Mount Vernon 

Owned by Justice Bushrod Washington, the nephew of Gen- 
eral Washington, from whom he inherited Mount Vernon. 
Tapering hexagonal bodies; flaring mouths, with molded 
stems and feet. (One repaired.) 

Note: These glasses were acquired by the present owner from a 
member of the Washington family who had inherited them. 

240 — General Washington’s Cut-glass Decanters 

Two. Used at Mount Vernon. Tapering drum bodies, 
molded and banded necks, finely cut with wide bands of 
diamonds, flutes at bases, paneled crowns.

Note: These decanters were acquired from a member of the Wash- 
ington family who had inherited them. It is believed that the stop-

243 — General Washington’s Hot-water Urn 

Sheffield plate. Massive bell-shaped body, after the style 
of Adam. Square molded base on spherical feet. Molded 
at mouth, and embellished with two lines of reeded silver 
borders. Supported by heavy oval hinged handles. 
Straight spigot with ivory-mounted handle. The cover is 
low-domed with ball finial. The interior receptacle for the 
heating irons is complete with the covers. The center of 
the urn is enriched with a circular insert, 2^ inches in 
diameter, on which is engraved the arms and crest of Gen- 
eral Washington, encircled with an engraved wreath of 
conventional foliage. The general character of this historic 
relic of Washington places its date at about 1790. 

Note: This urn was owned by General Washington and was used 
at Mount Vernon, and has descended to the present owner through 
direct family lines. The coat-of-arms on the urn is identical with that 
engraved on a large Sheffield plate tray now deposited in the Smith- 
sonian Institution at Washington, D. C., which had belonged to General 
Washington. It is probable that it is the tray that was used in con- 
junction with the above described hot-water urn.
